Assails Coolidge Gang. 


After demanding that the inter- 
ruptor sit down or leave the hall, 
Wicks then devoted most. of his ‘time 
to an fierce excoriation of the Cool- 
idge administration and the. actions 
of the government in its attacks on 
the unions, in its China and Nicaragua 
campaigns, its hypocritical peace talk 
at Havana, its role at the Geneva arms 
conference. On more than a dozen oc- 
casions different members of the le- 
gion interrupted with questions and 
f a tried to deliver speeches 

viling the audience, calling them 
rats and scum; and in general indulg- 
ing in provocative tactics.
